dents continue to refuse to clear 
their own dishes from the tables. 

Under the provisions of the 
recommendation, coffee would 
sell for 15 cents a cup and other 
prices would be raised propor- 
tionately. 

Corky Ferguson, ASSSC secre- 
tary-treasurer, abstained from 
voting after strenuously objecting 
to the move. 

A date was not specified for 
the hike, however Mr. Stanley 
W. Pretzer, college business man- 
ager, when asked, said prices 
would probably go up on May 20, 

Pretzer appeared before Coun- 
cil to discuss the cafeteria dish 
busing problem which he said 
had “broken down rather com- 
pletely and seriously.” 

Dr. Donald W. Bailey, dean of 
students, said, “We have received 
50 or 75 complaints from students 
and faculty about the health 
problem in the cafeteria.” 

Bailey also said, “When the 
people find lipstick on their cups, 
they get hot and bothered about 
it.” 

Tom Willoughby, ASSSC pres- 
ident, read Neal Amick’s letter of 
resignation from the Board of 
Justice. Amick said he was re- 
signing to “avoid discomfort.” 
Shirley Cuneo, another member 
of the board resigned last week, 

Jack Brooks, vice-president, re- 
ported that the open house plans 
for May 12 were “coming along 
quite nicely.”

Student Council without a dissenting vote recommended 
Monday that the Hornet Foundation raise cafeteria prices 
unless students begin busing their dishes. Stanley Pretzer, 
college business manager and foundation spokesman said no 
deadline was set on the ultimatum, but the raises would go 
into effect as soon as sufficient notice was given. 

Earlier this year, the Council voted to suspend bus-boy 
service in order to prevent a rise, The Hornet was in favor 
of that move, but it must strongly oppose the group’s 
Most recent action. 

Cafeteria prices are as high or higher than prices on 
comparable food served in other places. Coffee, for instance, 
which would go up to 15 cents under the proposed prices, is 
sold for 10 cents elsewhere—including restaurants with 
both waiters and bus-boys. 

Let us just look for a moment at the action of the 
Council. Elected to represent the students on campus, this 
body sold its constituency down the river concuring in the 
foundation's proposed price hike. 

If the Hornet foundation wishes to raise the prices 
in the cafeteria, the students have no method of stopping 
them. Even an adverse vote of the Student Council would 
probably have had little effect. However. Council should 
have at least tried to prevent the move. Council members 
should have remembered that they represent the students, 
not the college business staff, In short, Council] should not 
have given the air of student approval to such an unpopu- 
lar move. 

If cafeteria prices are indeed raised, and The Hornet 
hopes they are not, the students’ only defense against the 
foundation's monopoly would be a “consumer strike.” In hot 
weather it should not be necessary to drink coffee. If all, 
or the great majority of students let the Hornet founda- 
tion eat its own high priced food, prices will soon return 
to a reasonable level. 

Collective action is the only alternative left to the stu- 
ate now that their elected representatives have failed 

em. 





Council Rejects Democracy 


Student Council violated one of the basic principles of 
representative government Monday when they chose the 
editor for next year’s Hornet by a secret ballot. 

The case at issue here is not whether the choice of Dick 
Williams for the post was wise (and fer the record, the 
editor of The Hornet thinks it was unwise). The important 
point is that a representative body felt impelled to conduct 
its business in secret. 

The very existence of democracy depends on elected 
representatives acting as representatives not as dictators. 
If the people do not know what their legislators are doing, 
they can have no control over them. And if they have no 
control, democracy is impossible. 

The chief blame for this rejection of democracy must 
be laid to Tom Willoughby, Associated Students president. 
It was he that ordered the closed voting when he could 
have called the roll and placed the Council members on 
record. However, the rest of the members of this year’s 
timid Council could have requested an open ballot if they 
were really true democrats (not small d). 

It is tco bad that members of the Council do not have 
the courage to be placed on record for their decision. 


Election Disappointing 


Sacramento State College’s election is over—and with 
the usual somewhat disappointing results. Not that The 
Hornet is dissatisfied with the new student officers, the 
disappointment is with the turnout. 

Only 801 students voted, less than one-fourth of the 
members of the Associated Students. This is a typical 
election day showing for SSC, but every year, there are 
hopes that the turnout will pick up and every year it doean’t. 

It is too late now to increase the vote at the student 
general election. However, class eleceions are coming and 
the uninspired students who failed to vote Friday will have 
a chance to redeem themselves.

Twe old skeletong clacked out 
of the closet last Monday to issue 
another challenge for the student 
council to get rid of them once 
and for all. 

First, to appear was our much 
tauted friend “the parking prob- 
lem.” ‘(The actual problem seems 
to be that there is a smal) but 
vociferous campus element which 
is either too senile or too iazy 
to walk a block or two in the 
spring sunshine.) Today the dis- 
cussion centered about the rev- 
enue derived from parking fines. 

At the present time, since the 
state college is within the city 
limits, all fines must be paid in 
municipel court. The big objec- 
tion to the procedure was that 
this money could be better used 
if it were returned in some way 
to the colege or to the student 
association. It was further point- 
ed out that a similar system is 
already in effect at Cal Poly. 

This reasoning sounds very 
feasible bat such a solution is 
impossible for us. It iz signifi- 
cant that Cal Poly is the only 
state college where revenues 
from traffic violations are turned 
over to the college. Ca] Poly is 
the only state college located 
outside of the city limits. At the 
discretion of county authorities 
traffic violators are given a

choice of contributing to a schol- 
arship fund or of appearing be- 
fore the county justice of the 
peace. 

Here, we are subject to munci- 
pal, not county authority; what- 
ever police powers are exercised 
must come from this authority. 
Unfortunately, municipal laws 
prohibit any such discretionary 
conduct on the part of municipal 
courts. In simple language it's 
illegal for us to have a system 
of fines such as Cal Poly has. 

The second spectre to bother 
the counci] was the old cafeteria 
problem of busing dishes. Al- 
lowing the mess to pile upon the 
tables has accomplished only ene 
thing--it has created a health 
problem of sufficient proportion 
to have the health authorities 
complaining loud and clear. 

The student council was asked 
to recommend a solution. This 
time the council decided te by- 
pass any possible appeal to neat- 
ness or cleanliness and to hit 
the student where it hurts most 
-in the pocketbook. The recom- 
mendation— that unless dishes are 
bused satisfactorily the prices of 
all 10 cent beverages be raised 
to 15 cents until they are bused. 

When we're sitting in the cafe- 
teria griping over our 15 cents 
coffee, let's not forget to thank 
the fellow next to us who walks 
out and leaves his cup on the 
table. After all he made al) this 
possible.

New Enrolment High 


Sacramento State College's 
tenth annual summer session has 
been scheduled from June 24 to 
August 2, Dr. James M. Brad- 
field, acting dean of the session, 
said. 

Enrolment is expected to reach 
approximately 2750, according 
to Dr. W. D. Albright, admissions 
officer. This would be a record 
total, exceeding last summer's 
figure of approximately 2500 by 
some 250.

Francisco, and a clase in film 
versions of literary classics. 

Six workshop classes will pro- 
vide study and practice of teach- 
ing methods in various school 
fields. Short-term workshops will 
give training in management of 
schoo] cafeterias and in the solu- 
tion of school and community 
health problems.

lock) had already won approval 
of the state senate before the 
assembly education committee 
gaffed it after a 90 minute hear- 
ing. 

Under the provisions of the 
bill, books would be placed in 
public school libraries, including 
state college libraries, only if 
they supported “truth, justice, 
morality and patriotism.” 

Henry Madden, head librarian 
at Fresno State College, opposed 
the bill which he called “un- 
necessary” and “dangerous.” 

Four proponents urged passage 
of the bill. They included Mrs. 
Anne Smart, who achieved na- 
tion-wide prominence several 
years ago when she appeared on 
Edward R. Murrow’s television 
program to protest the “low 
morals” of books in the Marin 
county schools. 

Although most of the advo- 
eates hit at “immorality,” one 
witness, a representative of the 
“California League of Christian 
Parents” condemned books per- 
taining to “communism,” “one- 
worldism” and the “Godless 
United Nations.”
